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County School Board Delays Consolid 


For All Unemployed 


Tuesday night of this week 
Representative Jimmy Holley 
issued some information about 
the current session of the leg- 
islature. Holley is 6pposed to 
the increase in the unempioy- 
ment compensation bill in its 
present form. He favors a 
more liberal plan that will help 
more people. 

According to Holley, the 
first bill would help only those 
people making over $150 per 
week. The person making less 
money would get no help at all 
and Representative Holley feels 
this person needs help the most. 
He supports some method 
whereby everyone will get some 
additional money (at least $15 
extra per week). 

Holley pointed out that what- 
ever bill is approved, workers 
will again start paying unem- 
ployment tax. For several 
years only the employer has 
paid this tax due to the large 
trust fund built up in Alabama 
for unemployment compensa- 
tion. This is rapidly being de- 
pleted and Holley noted that the 
increase in benefits will tax 
the fund even more. However, 
he said he felt the people of 
Coffee County would pay the 

‘maximum of $21 if they have a 

job and those drawing unem- 
ployment could surely use 
funds. 

Holley has recently made 
speeches in Elba and Enter- 
prise and announced he would 


the 


introduce bills allowing 
people to yote on the matter 
of one or two courthouses and 
he would introduce bills plac- 
ing the elected county offi- 
cials on a salary rather than 


the present fee basis. Appa- 
rently this has the conditional 
support of most of the elected 
officials. 

Another item Holley is sup- 
porting is a detention home for 
juveniles to be located some- 
where in Coffee County. Holley 
says this is badly needed and 
could serve several other coun- 
ties as well as Coffee County.

The Coffee County School 

Board met on Friday, Feb- 
ruary 28, and the results of 
that meeting put the parents 
at New Hope, Mt. Pleasant 
and Goodman at ease about 
moving their Jr. HighSchools - 
at least for the time being. 

However, the Board autho- 
rized Mr. Jimmy Baker, Coun- 
ty superintendent to work on 
some guidelines and a planthat 
would correct situations now 
existing in the schools. That 
is - inequality in teaching as-~ 
signments and students attend- 
ing schod! out of their zoned 
areas. 

Mr. Baker said his idea was 
not especially to consolidate 
the schools; but his main con- 
cern is toward future plans 
and programs for the complete 
education of Coffee County stu- 
dents. This includes equal 
facilities and equal teaching 
assignments; accreditation for 
all schools; comparable class 
sizes. He foresees that at 
the end of this decade, by State 
direction, every child in Coffee 
County will attend such a 
school. 

“All schools should operate 
with the number of teachers 
they earn,” he added. ‘The 
day is approaching when we 
will have to deal with inequal- 
ity in teaching assignments in 
Coffee County . . . this isa fact 
of life, whether we like it or 
not.” 

The Board set up a two- 
year time period; and if by 
the end of that time, no pro- 
gress has been made in the 
direction outlined above, then 
consolidation will definitely be- 
come a reality --- and that 
without further consideration. 

The Board expressed hope 
and belief that parents would 
support the effort and coop- 
erate with them in seeing that 
their children attended zoned 
schools. 


In other action, the Board 
heard from a delegation of resi- 
dents from Zion Chapel con- 
cerning one of their bus routes, 

They requested that their 
Bus 17 beallowed to continue on 
the Clowers Bridge Road, tak- 
ing 13 students into Zion Chapel 
School. 

After discussion, Mr. W.H. 
Taylor, chairman, told the 
group that the Board would 
check with bus drivers, the bus 
superintendent, study the maps, 
etc., and give their request fair 
consideration.

Drug Abuse Is 


WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 


Rising 
This is the 6th article in a 13 part series. 


Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
security about drug abuse, People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early '70’s. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 
done about it. :

DEEP INSIGHT INTO HEROIN 

Heroin, known on the street market as “H,” “Junk,” “Harry,” 
“Horse,” “White Stuff,” “Snow,” “Joy Powder,” “Sugar,” “Smack,” 
is from two to ten times more potent than morphine. The great 
“high,” or intoxication, produced by use has made heroin the 
most popular narcotic among those involved in drug misuse. It 
is similar to all narcotic drugs in the sense that the body’s 
tolerance to the effects of the drug develops rapidly making it 
necessary for the user to take larger and larger quantities to 
achieve the desired “high.” Some users start out with a dose 
of 2-8 milligrams. An addict may use as much as 450 milli- 
grams per day, as his body tolerance grows. 


Most usually the drug is taken intravenously, (directly into a 
vein), and this is termed “mainlining,” as mentioned in a pre- 
vious article. Heroin usually comes in the form of an odorless, 
white or light brown powder. The user makes a “kit” consisting 
of matches, teaspoon, an old belt to use as a tourniquet to make 
the veins in the arm stand out, and a small hypodermic needle 
and syringe. The powder is mixed with water in the spoon, 
heated briefly with the flame of a match, and is then ready for 
injection. Use of the drug can be readily detected through urine 
tests made within 10 hours from last dose taken. 


No matter what a heroin user may say to his parents to the 
contrary, he is in serious trouble. Since the dosage must con- 
tinually increase, to satisfy the habit and get the desired re- 
sults, the user soon finds himself spending large sums of money 
to keep up; $50 - $100 - $150 per day is not unusual. In most 
cases, this usually means stealing to get this kind of money 
every day. The addict will lie, cheat, steal, some even commit 
murder to obtain the funds to continue. He is not the same per- 
son he was before he was “hooked,” losing all rormal sense of 
values. and caring only where his next dose is coming from.

One of the distressing as- 
pects of the problem is that 
much of the increased acidity 
can be traced to the use of new 
methods of combatting air pol- 
lution. New devices, which re- 
move only visible particles of 
solid matters from smoke- 
stacks, still allow gases such 
as sulphur dioxide and oxides 
of nitrogen to escape. Those 
smokestacks no longer appear 
to be belching smoke. Butthey 
are belching invisible gases 
that. readily change to harmful 
sulphuric acids in the air 


Before the new devices were 
used, the solid particles -- the 
ones that could be seen -- were 
capable of neutralizing the 
acids. No more, 


The new smokestacks par- 
ticle removers as well as the 
increasing use of very tall smo- 
kestacks -- some smokestacks 
are nearly a quarter of a mile 
tall -- have, according’ to the 
two ecologists, “transformed 
local soot problems into a reg- 
ional acid rain problem.” Dr. 
Likens said the problem illu- 
strates the potential hazards of 
piecemeal approaches to solv- 
ing air pollution problems.

Stutistics are cited to show 
the largest percentage ofhomi- 
cides and other violent crimes 
is committed with handguns. It 
would seem that by strictly con 
trolling handguns; murders and 
other violent crimes would de- 
cline. This is not necessarily 
true, and in any event, is like 
saving there are fewer truck ac 
cidents on roads where trucks 
are prohibited 

Dr. Marvin Wolfgang, author 
of the standard text — on 
Patterns of Criminal Homicide, 
concludes “Many situations, 
events, and personalities that 
converge in a particular way 
and that result in homicide do 
not depend upon the presence 
or absence of firearms.” 

The FBI apparently agrees 
because the availability or lack 
of availability of guns does not 
appear in the “Crime Factors” 
section of the FBI’s Uniform 
Crime Reports. Included how- 
ever, are suchdiverse elements 
as population, economic status, 
climate and strength of the po- 
lice force. 

A 1°73 Chicago newspaper 
article strengthens the argu- 
ment that gun control or its 
absence does not affect the com- 
mission of crimes. Thearticle 
points out that Hawaii and New 
York have. strict gun control 
laws, yet Hawaii experienced a 
50 percent increase in crimes in 
1°71 compared to 1970 and New 
York experienced a 26 percent 
increase in the same period 
The article also notes that “such 
bastions of antigun law laxity 
as South Dakota, Oregon, Idaho, 
Arizona and Utah all registered 


sharp decreases in homicides 
in 1970-71.” 
Another argument used to 


justify strict gun control laws 
is that such countries as Eng- 
land and Japan have stiff gun 
control laws and low crime 
rates. Inspector Colin Green- 
wood, a superintendent with the 
West Yorkshire Constabulary in 
England said, “For years these 
(gun) controls ran hand in hand 
with a low rate of crime. It was 
thought the two were cause and 


effect. Then the crime rate 
soared, Somehow or other, 
despite all the controls, crim- 
inals were using pistols more 
often.” 

Statistics show that although 
few murders are committed in 
Japan, even fewer are commi- 
tted in the, U.S. by Japanese- 
Americans. FBI figures for 
1°73 show that the arrest rate 


Chinese-Americans is 4.1 per 
100,000 residents, 14.° for Am 
erican Indians, 33.1 for Negroes 
and 2.° for whites and “others.” 
If such wide discrepancies ex 
ist among sub-cultures in the 
U. §. it is ridiculous to at- 
tempt to compare U. S, crime 
rates to foraggn countries 

The blame for crime can- 
not be laid to availability of 
guns; it must be placed sq- 
uarely on the shoulders of th, 
ose who commit the crime and

EAT BEEF 

Beef cattle folks in Coffee 
County are losing monev ev- 
ery day. However, when folks 
go to the meat counter, they 
see relatively high prices on 
most cuts of beef and on gr- 
ound beef. This is very dif- 
ficult for beef cattle folks 
and for others to understand 
this wide spread in prices 
received by the farmer andthe 
prices being paid by the con- 
sumer. 

James Martin of the Pro- 
duction Credit Association of- 
fice in Enterprise invited me 
to a meeting this week to 
talk with four beef cattle fee- 
ders from Kansas. They are 
interested in buying cattle th- 
at weigh at least 700 pounds 
and they will feed them out 
to about 1050 pounds. Theydo 
not want light cattle weighing 
300-400 pounds because, ac- 
cording to them, the feeding 
period will be entirely too 
long. 

I hope that folks in Cof- 
fee County and indeed through- 
out the world will eat abun- 
dant amounts of delicious beef 
during the months ahead. 
NEW MATERIALS 

Usually at this time of 
the year, Coffee County far- 
mers are bombarded withnew 
products which supposedly 
will do wonders to control 
nematodes and other insects. 
Most of these materials are 
highly advertised just .prior 
to the planting season. Many 
of these materials have not 
been put tothe test in Alabama, 
and therefore, we do not re- 
commend them. I hope that 
Coffee County folks won’t be 
taken in by glib promises. 

We have complete infor- 
mation on nematode control in 
peanuts. The materials we re- 
commend have been com- 
pletely researched by the Ex- 
periment Station at Headland 

I would hate to see folks 
spend money for materials 
that won’t do the job when 
there are recommended ma- 
terials that have stood the test. 
SMALL ENGINE 
PROGRAM THIS YEAR 

Dan Pres'tey started a new 
program this year for 4-H Club 
members. It is a small en- 
gine activity. 

This week he brought th- 
ese young people together to 
give them expert training in 
the proper techniques of wo- 
rking with small engines. Th- 
ese young folks brought their 
own small engines in, they 
learned how todo repair work, 
and also how to maintainthem 
for most efficient service. 
Most of them were lawn mo- 
wers. 

Presley had divided his 
boys into junior and senior 
divisions according to age. 
The winners in the junior 
division were: Ist - Dean 
White of Zion Chapel; 2nd - 
Ronald Strickland of New Br- 
ockton; 3rd - Rocky Strick- 
land of New Brockton. The 
winners in the senior division 
were: Ist - Kenneth Brun- 
son of the Elba Action Club;

With the high cost of sm- 
all engines now and the sc- 
arcity of repair people, this 
f.oject should be very pop- 
ular among Coffee County 4-H 
Club members. I don’t think 
the project is limited. to boys. 
However, all of those who 
came to the program this 
week were boys. 

KINSTON COMMUNITY BEEF 
SHOW 

Fred Wood, the vocational 
teacher at Kinston, and Dan 
Presley make a pretty good 
team when it comes to put- 
ting on a calf show Mr 
Wood, a long-time vocational 
teacher at Kinston, has the 
good support of the business 
people in Kinston, and they 
put on a beef cattle show in 
the afternoon. Quite a few 
school children attended the 
show held Monday afternoon. 
W. H. and Bill Taylor of 
Elba were the official judges 
for the Kinston Community 
Show. The placings were as 
follows: Ist - Mike Floyd; 
2nd - Tommy Holley; 3rd

Holley. In the showmanship 
contest the winners were: Ist-

Frank Britt of Route 4, 
Enterprise, Alabama, was one 
of the top peanut producers 
in Coffee County in 1°74. He 
grew an average of 3814 po- 
unds on a 110-acre allotment, 
and had the greatest number 
of acres of any of our seven 
Coffee County winners in the 
Alabama Peanut Club. To be 
eligible for membership far- 
mers must produce «¢ least 
3500 pounds per acre on a 
minimum of 10 acres 

Britt has been growing pe- 
anuts now for 20 years on his 
farm six miles south of En- 
terprise. I talked to him a- 
bout his yields because I wan- 
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ted to get an indication of 
what factors he thinks are 
responsible for his excellent 
yield on peanuts considering 
his large allotment of 
110 acres. He said, ‘'l have 
been hurt in previous years 
by poor leafspot control. We 
always thought that we were 
doing a good job, but we did 
not have the materials to carry 
us through the entire season. 
We have corrected our leaf- 
spot control program in the 
past two years, and I think 
this is one of the biggest 
factors in increasing my yi- 
elds.”’ 

Rotating crops is always 
a big problem, and it is no 
exception on the Britt farm. 
He does not have enough land 
to carry out more than a 
one-year rotation. For ex- 
ample, on land planted inpea- 
nuts this spring he will follow 
with a crop of rye this fall 
and winter. He will soil test 
to take care of the rye and 
the corn crop that will fol- 
low in 1976, putting all of his 
fertilizer tothese crops. Then 
when he comes back and pl- 
ants peanuts on this same 
land in 1977, he won't use any 
fertilizer at all. He feels 
that he would like to have a 
longer rotation, but in his sit- 
uation this isn’t possible. 

I asked Britt what he had 

learned in the past ten years 
about growing peanuts. He had 
this to say: ‘We do a lot 
better job of soil testing and 
carrying out a soil fertility 
program. 1 would have to 
credit much of our success 
with the fact that we are much 
more serious about getting the 
soil fertility right for pea- 
nuts than we were in the first 
ten years I farmed. We also 
have bigger and heavier eq- 
uipment, and we do a much 
better job of land preparation. 
I break a lot deeper than I 
did ten years ago. We are 
using more lime per acre 
because we are using more 
of our soil now than we did 
previously.’’ ‘ 
+ Britt regularly uses Di- 
Syston or Thimet for thrips. 
In recent years he has used 
Bravo for leafspot control. 
Another thing that he believes 
helps his yields is control of 
white mold. Starting two ye- 
ars ago he used 20 pounds 
of 10% Terrachlor granules at 
planting. These granules also 
have a 5% systemic insecti- 
cide (usually Di-Syston) onthe 
granule. This will control 
early season sucking insects 
such as thrips and aphids. 
Then at early to mid pegging 
he applied 80 pounds of 10% 
Terrachlor over the row just 
as he would in putting out 
landplaster or gypsum. 

Brit} pointed out, ‘‘Year 
before last we ran a yield 
check where we had four rows 
using this material and four 
rows without it, and we got 
good results. This past year 
we didnt run a yield check, 
so we didn’t know about the 
difference. However, I plan 
to use it again this year.’’ 

For farmers with a his- 
tory of damping off (seed- 
lings dying) we recommend 
20 pounds of 10% Terrachlor 
at planting time. At early 
to mid bloom we recommend 
50 pounds of 10% Terrachlor 
granules. For farmers with 
lesion nematodes (preaty len- 
chus spp.) growers should also 
apply a granular menaticide 
such as Mocap or Dasanit. 
Three weeks later use an 
additional 30-50 pounds of 
Terrachlor granules. 

Other Coffee County win- 
hers in the Alabama Peanut 
Club are Ben and Bob Helms 
of Route 4, Enterprise; Doub- 
las Dalrymple and Roy Sims 
of Route One, Enterprise, 
Murray and Porter Lunsford 
of Route 2, Enterprise; and 
Warren and Tommy Grimsley 
of Route 2, Enterprise. The 
Helmses averaged 4584 po- 
unds on a 50-acre allotment. 
Dalrymple and Sims made 401° 
on a %6-acre allotment. The 
Lunsfords averaged 3663 po- 
unds on 84 acres. The Grim- 
Sleys averaged 3844 pounds 
on 34 acres. 

One thing I noticed about 
all of these growers is that 

they averaged applying leaf- 
spot fungicides seven times. 
I also noticed that most of 
the higher yields are grown 
on land that has not been in 
peanuts for a number of ye- 
ars. For example, onsomeof 
the Sims allotment peanuts had 
not been grown on that land 
in 20 years. 

In looking at the informa- 
tion that these growers turned 
in, I am convinced that all of 
them followed basic recom- 
mended practices which hel- 
ped them to make high yi- 
elds. First, they did a good 
job of land preparation. Se- 
cond, they did not take any 
chances on limipg and soil 
fertility. Third, they rotated 
and used land that had not 
been in peanuts in recent ye- 
ars if possible; they did an 
excellent job of leafspot con- 
trol; and they used heavier 
seed rates than normal in or- 
der to insure getting a good 
Stand 
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no pink shows, Don't over- 
cook pork or you will destroy 
many nutrients in the meat 
aS well as cause the meat to 
become dry and tough. Cook 
on low to moderate heat. 

Beef also needs special 
care to prevent shrinkage and 
loss of juice. Cook on low 
heat to preserve the natural 
flavors--and don't overcook. 

Cook chicken on low to 
moderate heat until com- 
pletely cooked.

Commissioners Buy New 
Car For Sheriff’s 


In their regular meeting on 
Monday, March 10, the Coffee 
County.Commission accepted a 
bid from Cook Chevrolet for two 
new automobiles for the Sher- 
iff's Department. Cost of both 
vehicles is $9034.78 ($4517.39 


each). 
Other bidders were: Ray 
Hughes of Enterprise, at 


$4,540.25 (each); City Auto of 
Enterprise - $4648.65 (each); 
and Dismukes Ford $4739.23 
(each). The county is to buy 
one car now, and wait for the 
LEPA grant to come throughon 
the other. 

The commissioners heard 
from two residents of Jack (Mr. 
Miller and Mr. Senn) regard- 
ing a roadway to their property 
which goes through another 
man's property; and from Mr. 
Earl Sawyer of New Brockton 
with a similar problem. The 
Jack residents said the old 
road had at one time been 
used, but had become im- 
passable, and that the new 
road was on the other pro- 
perty. In Mr. Sawyer's case, 
he had been told he could not 
use the road to his property, 
although it has been used in 
times past. 

The commissioners said 
they would get with the County 
Attorney and engineer, and 


meet with the persons involy-' 


ed, and see ifit wasa legal pro- 
cedure, and the county's res- 
ponsibility, to maintan these 
roads as public roads. 

Mr. Vernon Nelson with the 
Seaboard Coastline Railroad 
presented “a new concept in 
customer service," tothe Com- 
mission for information, edu- 
cation and support. ~ This new 
idea in railroad service fea- 
tures a computerized van 
equipped with radio and tele- 
phone, which will “bring the 
railroad” to the people rather 
than individuals going to the 
railway office. The  van’s 
route would’ originate in Do- 
than, come to New Brockton, 
Elba, Brundidge, Headland, 
Abbeville and back to Dothan. 
There would be no charge for 
this service. 

This van would not deliver 
or receive goods, only serveas 
an agent to businesses concern- 
ing their goods shipped by rail. 

The Commission heard a 
letter from Representative 
Jimmy Holley asking for a juve- 
nile detention center for Coffee 
Center.

The Water and Electric Bo- 
ard voted Tuesday night to 
discontinue payment of the 
$20.00 monthly fee tomembers 
of the board. The vote for this 
action was unanimous after 
some discussion pro and con. 
Members of the City Council 
cannot legally receive the fee 
under Alabama Law and this 
leaves only two board mem- 
bers, Chairman Charles Hayes 
Ill and Oscar Vaughan, Jr., 
eligible for the monthly fee. 
The matter was brought up 
by Chairman Hayes, who said 
he felt he was donating his time 
when he- accepted the appoint- 
ment and made a donaticn with 
his fee each time anyway. 
Mayor Sawyer acknowledged 
that this vote didn’t affect him 
or the two councilmen serving 
but he felt Hayes and Vaughan 
were entitled to something for 
their tireless efforts. How- 
ever, when the vote was taken, 
the entire board voted to dis- 
pi taeeas the fees as of April 

st. 

The board heard a report 
trom Consulting Engineer Jim- 
my Stewart. He had made a 
study of the electrical distri- 
bution system and explained 
this to the group Tuesday ni- 
ght. The main problem, ac- 
cording to the report is low 
voltage in the Elba system 
and need for an overall plan 
for development of system ex- 
pansions. Estimated cost of 
the improvements would ex- 
ceed $200,000. Things that 
must be done in the near future 
are almost $200,000, accord- 
ing to Stewart. 

The board voted to meter 
all electricity, including street 
lights, pumping stations, etc., 
to better know where all the 
electricity is going. 

Three full power programs 
were approved for all electric 
homes in Elba. One appli- 
cation was turned down with 
the notation that payment had 
been to the builder when the 
home was first constructed. 
However, it was noted that 
in the future no full power 
payments will be made to the 
builder, only to the person 
living in the home, thus eli- 
minating these misunderstand- 
ings and hard feelings. 

A bid for $1500 from Elba 
Tractor Company was low bid 
on repairing a backhoe be- 
longing to the utility board. 
The next highest bid was over 
$2000.

Drug Abuse ls 


WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 
By Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Department

This ic the 7th article in a 13 part series. 


Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early ’70’s. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 
done about it. 


AMPHETAMINES- 


Amphetamines, taken in capsule, tablet or injected forms, 
come under the heading of stimulants, and act on the central 
nervous system. Their legitimate medical use for conditions 
such as obesity, fatigue, Parkinsonism, depression, behavior 
problems, etc., became popular in the early 1950's. But people 
soon misused them because they gave a quick “lift” and getting 
a prescription refilled was a fairly simple matter. Today, 
after nationwide bad experience, most doctors refrain from 
prescribing them at all, and getting a prescription refilled 
without another visit to the doctor is virtually impossible. 
Street terminology: “Bennies,” “Pep Pills,” “Peaches,” “Roses,” 
“Hearts,” “Cartwheels,” “Dexies,” “Oranges,” “Football,” etc 

The most misused in the amphetamine category are ben- 
zedrine, dexadrine and methadrine. Analysis of the legal use 
of these drugs shows indications that the fact they were in so. 
many .home medicine chests across the nation contributed ex- 
tensively to their use by youngsters who, watching their parents 
get “high” could not. resist the opportunity to experiment. 
It is for this reason that parental example is now stressed 
Strongly as a means of keeping children from temptation with 
drugs in general. ; 

Amphetamines are used in social surroundings, but there 
are many “lone wolf” users. Some use them in combination 
with other drugs, including alcohol, experimenting with the 
effects achieved from a variety of combinations. Such use has 
been found to be a deadly serious game, as each body may 
react differently to any drug, and the intensity of reaction could 
be fatal, even on the first try. 

Efforts to stop the illicit use of all drugs, on the part of 
government and law enforcement agencies, have cut street 
availability drastically. But, the important fact remains, parents 
armed with awareness and knowledge, are the most important 
participants in the battle to stop drug misuse among children 
and young adults.
